In Civil Service Report 


Every Government Department Under the Influence of Poli- 
ticians, to the Detriment of the Country.~ 


Ottawa, March. 26.—Thereportof the 
Civil Service Commission was brought 
down to Parliament to-day by. the 
Finance Minister, and it has astonish- 


-|ed'the House, and there’ can ‘be little 


doubt that it will startle the country. 
The hand of the politician: is declared 
to be all powerful in every department, 
with the natural resultof deterioration 
of the service. Appointments are de- 
clared to be made entirely. through 
partisan influence, and with utter dis- 
regard of the interests of the country, 
and the subservience to the Patronage 
Committee is universal, leading not 
only to inferior service, but to reckless 
misinanagement, undue favoritism 
and graft, The indictment of tho Mar- 
ine and Fisheries .Department, pre- 
sided over by Mr. Brodeur,is scathing. 
The commissioners assert, after a 
searching enquiry, that there has 
been utter lack of management, and 
worse. Extravagant prices have been 
paid to merchants with no discounts 
allowed to the Government, and only 
those of one political stripe have re- 
ceived orders, thus preventing all com- 
petition. Startling instances are cited 
in the report, and the department is 
declared to be without zeal, regard to 
economy or discipline. Other depart- 
ments also come in for some severe 
criticism. 


COMMONS STARTLED. 


The production of the report in the 
House this afternoon led to something 
ofa sensation. Immediately the re- 
port had been brought down the Min- 
ister of Marine and Fisheries acquaint- 
ed the House, for the first time, with 
the information that the commission- 
ers had made grave and startling ac- 
cusations in reference to the adminis- 
tration of his department. 

The findings of the commission had 
been kept secret, and Mr. Brodeur’s 
announcement caused quite a flutter 
of excitement on both sides of the 
House. The gravity and alarm with 
which the Government themselves 
view the serious charges contained in 
the report was shown by the fact of 
their:‘adopting the unprecedented pro- 
cedure of putting up the Minister chief- 
ly concerned to try and nullify the 
conclusions which their own commis- 
sioners had reached, This extraordi- 
nary departure from ordinary Parlia- 
mentary practice was at once con- 
demned by the leader of the Oppos- 
ition, who characterized it as discour- 
tesy on the part of the Minister. Noone 
outside the Government knew any- 
thing of the ‘contents of the report, 
and the Opposition was unable on that 
account to either defend the commis- 
sioners, whom Mr. Brodeur attacked 
in the statement which he made, or to 


:attempt to answer his denials to the 


specific charges which they preferred. 
t , 
NOTORIOUS FOR SCANDALS, 


Several of the Opposition speakers, 
however, reminded the House that the 
wrongdoing in the Marine Departinent 
had been notorious for a long time, 
and cited such revelations as have been 
made in the Merwin, Arctic and simi- 
lar scandals. Hon. Geo. E. Foster in- 
sisted that the.people of the country 
would not be satisfied with anything 
less than a Royal’ Commission to en- 
quire into the Marine Department, or, 
at all events, 1 committee of inde- 
pendent members of the House clothed 
with full authority to probe matters 
to the bottom. Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and Hon. Mr. Fielding” made faint- 
hearted attempts to disclaim any dis- 
courtesy on the part of Mr. Brodeurin 
making the statement he had done, 
but neither of them was able to state 
what form the investigation which 
the Minister promised will take. 

Mr. Broduer not only accused the 
commissioners of going beyond the 
scope of the duties allotted to them,: 
for having dared to find fault with the 
Administration, he also sought to show 
that their accusations in connection 
with the supply of coal at Prescott 
and the supply of flour at Quebec dre 
not in accordance with the facts. 
However, Mr. Borden promised to ‘go 
more fully into Mr. Brodeur’s dénials 
when he had had an opportunity of 
perusing the report. 


THE COMMISSION’S REPORT. 


At the outset the commission, which 
is composed ‘of Mr. J. M. Courtney, 
C.M.G.., ex-Deputy Minister of Finance 
‘Mr. Thomas Fyshe, the well known 
‘banker, and Mr. J. I. Basin. describes 
the situation at the present moment. 
It says that patronage seems to run, 
mnore or lessthrough every departme nt | : 
‘of public service. In order to ‘meet 
‘the pressure brought to bear upon the 
several departinents by _influencial 
politicians to take on assistants, 
who have not passed the examinations 
are employed and designated laborers, 
‘his patronage evil is the curse of the 
service.. An illustration of the effect. 
of this evil is given in these words: 
‘*In one department a clerk is em- 
ployed to do certain work in the 
accountant’s office, this clerk was 
utterly unfit for the duty entrusted to 
him and his work has to be done in 
spare moments by his immediate 
superior.” 

. The Commissioners say they — 
fio reason ‘to doubt that the same re- 
sult obtains in other departments, and 
that many officials have beén' appoint- 
to do work for which they were unfit. 

PLAN OF APPOINTMENT PARTISAN, 

+: The plan, of appointment t to, the ser- 
vice is characterized as par tisan. As 


a result ‘‘candidates for civil: service 
Appointments have fluked through | the 


fluence: and have received appoint-| . 


ments over the head of more worthy 
and better qualified candidates.” 
Coming to details, the commission 
says the’ collectors of customs, the 
postmasters, the post office inspectors 
and other officials are appointed poli- 
cally. The recent appointment of 
the Postmaster at Kingston was made 
on the recommendation of the patron- 
age committee. The lastappointment 
to the Postmastership of Montreal, 
one of the most important offices in 
the Dominion, was given to an aged 
member of parliament, 67 years old. 
Touching on the question of promo- 
tion of civil servants once they have 


matter of pohtics, not in every case, 
but in many cases, and that people 
have been brought in from ‘the out- 
side and placed over the heads of men 
who have given a lifetime to the de- 


partment, thus filling the few positions 
of any superivrity in the public 


service. While this is the case, there 
has been another loss through the abo- 
lition of the pension system. It is now 
impossible to deal with aged men. it 
would be cruel to dismiss them and to 
retain them is not the public interests. 
the commission holds that there ought 
to be a pension system as of old. 
POLITICAL RULE. 

The commissioners report as follows 
“Asa rule, your commissioners found 
in the outside service that politics 
entered into every appointment, and 
politicians on the spot interest them- 
selves, not only in the appointment 
but in the subsequent promotion of 
officers.” Further on the commis- 
sioners assert that as matters now 
stand “the politics of the party is of 
greater importance in making ap- 
pointments than the public interests. 
Those who have the political pull use 
it for all it is worth.” 

The commissioners then deal sep- 
arately with such of the departments 
as they have been been able to ex- 
amine. Commencing with the de- 
partment of Customs, they say that 
the chief positions in the outside 
service of this department are political 
there are'no promotions, and there is 
therefore no inducement to the officer 
to work for advancement. Of the 
Post Office Department the commis- 
sioners report that “except for the 
intervention of politics, and possibly 
the desire to run the department too 
cheaply, no fault can be found with 
the administration. .There is however 
no promotion in this bureau, every 
post master is appointed politically, 


and hundreds of post offices are used 


for the benefit of the politicians, rather 
than.for the benefit of the State. As 
an example of the political use of the 
post office, the naming of officials by 
the Patronage Committee is mentioned 
and is pointed out that the postmas- 
tership of Kemptville has been kept 
vacant for six months for political 
reasons, ‘The Post: Office Department 
ought to ‘be divorced from political 
patronage is’ the*-conclusion of the 
commission. 


A LACK OF CONSCIENCE, ~ 


-The report is especially severe upon 
the Department of Marine. Jt says: 
“There is not only a lack of efficient 
organization and method in the de- 
partment; there would also seem to be 
a lack of conscience. In connection 
with the enormous expenditures which 
are deemed necessary, the word dis- 
count never appears, It is tacitly as- 
sumed that there is no such thing, 
but the wholecommercial world knows 
otherwise. Ifno one gets any bene- 
fit from trade except the trader, then 
it must be clear that in these great 
purchases made for the Government 
without discount, its officers must be 
assisting the trader to get better prices 
from the Government than he can get 
anywhere else, for everywhere else 
he has to.give a discount. In other 
words, some of the Government 
officials are serving two masters and 
apparently succeeding with both, 
Scripture notwithstanding.” 

The department is accused of being 
constantly called to book by tbe 
Auditor General on the Question of 
prices. But the only results are un- 
satisfactory explanations ending with 
whatever certificate may be.deemed 
necessary, and the balking of. in- 
vestigation. 

The‘commissioners took a list of the 
prices paid for workdn-Quebec on’ be- 
half ofthe department; und submitted 
it to the shipyard at Sorel for com. 
parison with the prices ‘there, and. dis- 
covered that the Québec charges were 
about 50 per cent higher than those 
prevailing at Sorel. 

A few years ago an official reported 
that in the Quebec agency a saving 
of $25,000 per, annum could be made 
by compelling the agent to obtain 
authority for the supplies purchased 
by him. 

The commissioner directs attention 
to the fact that the management 
of the lighthouses isin the hands of 
an irresponsible body known as:the 
Light house Board. This board=has 
ordered an expenditure amounting to 
$1,601,813. ‘With the voting away 
of this vast amount of money the’res- 
ponsible Minister had nothing to:do.” 
This state of affairs must be disaster- 
ous.’ 

‘The Marine Department, éecacting 
to the commissioners, is without; or- 
ganization or discipline, ‘and in that 
branch of the service, zeal-for’'the 
public interest and regard for econo- 
my are conspicuous by their absence.

We have now, says the commission, 
a permanent and head quarter staff of 
220, a staff sufficient for an army of 
100,000 men, although our militia 
number 40,000. 

The business management of the 
Department is described as bad, and 
it is mentioned as proof that. the Ross 
Rifle contract was drawn up by the 
counsel for the company. 

The Public Works Department. is 
briefly referred to. In this bureau 
public enterprises are undertaken 
because they are demanded by in- 
fluential bodies rather than because 
experts have reported that they are 
needed. The officials, with very few 
instances, are outside of: the civil ser- 
vice, and in certain cases there are 
over payments of wages. A case in 
question was the payment of: a clerk 
of the works appointed by political 
influence, who sub-let his job to an- 
other person ata much lower rate. 

In the Secretary of States Depart- 
ment there isroom forreform. It has 
todo with the printing of reports 
which are duplicated at great cost 
to the public.: The commissioners 
had no time to'’go through all the 
departments; but they went through 
those, mentioned, with the results re- 
ported by them. 

In conclusion, the commission reco- 
mmends that the age limit of 35 be 
not rigidly insisted upon.

NIGHT.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE NEWS. 


Dear Sir,—I would take itas a favor if 
you would allow me to use the columns 
of your paper to put myself right im 
the opinions of some of those who 
were at the Socialist meeting on Sat- 
urday night. 

Amongst the sympathizers of this 
movement were a number of level 
headed, honest, upright farmers, but 
who, in this case, have allowed them- 
selves to be carried away by the 
vagaries an@ illogical conclusions of 
such men as the speaker at that meet- 


ing. 

f went to the meeting expecting to 
get some information regarding the 
tenets or principles of those who call 
themselves the Socialist party of 
Canada. I wanted to know what was 
their platform, and what system they 
had espoused to bring about a better 
state of things, but after listening to 
a tirade of invective against all exist- 
ing institutions, there was no infor- 
mation given as to how they would go 
about improving things. 

It was only reasonable to expect 
that the man who was touring the 
country as a propagandist and organ- 
izer for the party should tell us some- 
thing. 

Of course all the things that were 
told us about the present party system, 
the evils of the system that allows 
individuals to monopolize, and to 
obtain possession of what should be- 
long to the people were true, and 
there is no class of people who realize 
this fact more than those of us who 
are farmers, but to keep harping on 
this same string is only repeating to 
us what is now ancient history and 
eflects no good purpose unless \.e are 
shown a better way. That there is a 
better way, I for one am‘ thoroughly 
convinced—but the speaker did not 
show us any—he seemed to want 
us to take it for granted that if we 
would but deny allegiance to: all 
existing parties, whether Grit or 
Tory— Republican, or Democrat and 
swear allegiance to Socialism then all 
would be well, but I submit tkat until 
we know what Socialism will do for 
us, that would be a dangerous 
suicidal policy. 

The poor unfortunate wretch, who 
has become despondent and disheart- 


ened by repeated rebuffs and dis-|} 


appointments thinks to end it all with 
his life, and in despats takes a leap in 
the dark, but his doing sb does not 
justify suicide in the eyes of the more 
sane and courageous man who sets 
himself the task of improving his con- 
dition by other means. 

In this connection I would like to 
make a point in favor of the Farmers 
Association. Our aims and objects 
are not to favor any political party, 
but to help ourselves by constitu- 
tional means, and our methods can be 
explained by our actions in this mat- 
ter uf the pork packing proposition 
now before the Government. 

We do not ask the Government to 
eliminate competition and individual 
enterprise by a universal system of 
co-operation, buf we ask them to 
stimulate competition by placing an 
effectual barrier in the way of mon- 
opoly and thus making it impossible 
for the capitalist and the stock gam- 
bler to combine to control the market. 

The system of co-operation is ideal 
so far as it is workable, but it has its 
limitations, and these are insurmount- 
able and always must be so until 
human nature is recast. 

Just so long as human nature is as 
it is now and as it has been since the 
beginning it will be the first care of the 
individual to take care of himself, he 
will co-operate with his neighbor only 
so long as he sees any personal benefit 
to be derived from the alliance. When 
he grows suspicious he will withdraw, 
unless there is some system evolved 
and put in force whereby he is com- 
pelea to stay in the ranks, from that 
moment he loses all incentive towards 


individual effort and becomes a non-| 


enity. 

In some cases the individual would be 
saved from this fate because of the 
force of his. religious convictions, this 
would show itself sometimes in the 
individual himself in his charity and
